No programme was fixed, but the 
heads ofthedelegations of the nine Powers forming the committee 
decided to meer later to-day to arrange procedure. :

Such programme, .if coupled to dissolution of the Angio- 
Japanese aliance, would lay a heary strain upon Japan’a goodwill, 
bot Japan's attitude is favourably impressing observers, and as she 
appears ready to make concessi -ns on the Shuntung question, it is 
naot.thought likely that Mr. Huches will follow up the disarmament 
propoasis with a speech on Chins and Siberia.

The Conference adapted by 90 votes to four recommendations dealing 
with nightwork for women and children in agriculture. They also 
adopted by 74 votes to 12 a recommendation dealing with agricsl- 
tural living-in conditions.

As he was unable to ind 
the owner of the godown he station- 
ed one ef his Chinese sabordinates 
in Kwai Wah lane to watch if any- 
one entered thé godown, Later 
in the day a small boy was brought 
into bis office. The boy, be was 
told, went to the sodown to lock the 
dvor and on him were found several 
keys and two locks. When question- 
ed by witness the boy said he was 
sent to the godown by Wen Chuen. 

Mr. Mason wanted to know from 
Inspector Grimmett what were the 
marks on the empty casey which he 
found in the godown. | Inspector 
Gnmmett said the marks were 
in Chinese.

ENGLISH RADIUM SUPPLY 
TO AID FARMING. 


Great Developments Expected. 
Far-reaching reaults to science 
are likely to be realised out of the 
“corner” in the world’s radium 
which the Imperial and Foreign 
Corporation has obtained. 

The corporation has obtained 
the supply by negotiation with 
the Czecho-Slovakian Govern- 
ment and wil] have the entira 
radium output from their mines 
for the next 15 years, 

Mr. Reilly, one of the directors 
jo. the Imperial and Foreign 
Corporation, who has just return- 
ed from a visit to tha mines in 
Joachimsthal, Bohemia, outlined 
some of the immense prospects 
which the “corner” means. 

“Within 15 years,” he said, 
“we shall bave from 5° to 60 
grammes of pore radium. Al- 
together in the pitch-blende mines 
is Czecho-Slovakia there ere 
estimated to. be ‘material to 
extract 100 grammes of pure 
tadiam, and the total output on. 
tbe earth’s crust is put at only 
250 grammes. As a contrast—~to 
show how little there is in the 
pure state for scientific parposes 
today— France has only got 
ebout 11/2 grammes in her State 
and scientific institations.” . 

“Henceforth Britain will be in 
& pre-eminent position for radio- 
logy, for Germany, which has 
carefally dished out all ber avail- 
able radium in milligrammes to 
scientific centres, has all told only

The result is that they are all 
impoverished; and traders, fa- 
yostors. ‘ workmen, everybody 
dependent on them, mast neces- 
sarily be impoverished for years 
to come. ° . 

The same thing occurred after 
the great Napoleonic wars, and if 
you take tha trouble to read the 
history of that period you will sea 
that they had worse time thao 
thesa. . 

The well has been depleted; it 
will take years to fll up: is wild 
certainly take years before 1 
begins to overflow. Meanwhile 
we have to take steps to look 
after those who stand parched o2 
the banks of “the dry and stony 
channel. . . 

ERRaTIC EXCHANGES, 

It is a world condition. I 
reoti in the }ash day ortwoa 
very retnarkable memorandum, 
writtesby one of the most brilli- 
ant economists in the world— 
Professor Casse!, of Sweden. He 
wrote that brilliant document 
which attracted so moch attten- 
tion, adocument on the exchanges 
of the world, for the Brussels 
Conference last year. Now he 
hag written a second, and this is 
what hs says a: the very 
beginsing i 

‘The world’s work has bees 
brought to a standstill to a degree 
that wa have never witnessed 
before, and unemployment has 
risen to alarming figures. It is 
something the whole world is 
suffering from, and it is remark- 
able that the two countries whose 
credit stands highest are those 
suffering most severely—the 
United States of America and 
Great Britain. . 
- Unemployment in the United 
States runs to something like six 
million persons, and our total is 
one and a half millions, which is 
lowerthan Amoartea even in pro- 
portion to the population of ‘that 
country. 

These are conditiocs which 
hava paralysed trade. These 
conditions are reflected in the 
fluctuation of the exchanges of 
the various countries. It is worth 
your while looking at the table 
of the ex‘hanges of Europe day 
by day. You will then begin to 
rwalisa bow difficalt it is to do 
business. 

Take a few of them. 
In Pariy. where the sovereign 
fetched about 25 ~— franes 
before the war, it now stands at 
52 francs. In Rome the lire stood 
at 23 to the sovereign before the 
war, and now it stands at 90. It 
stood at 90 on Saptembar 23, it 
stood at 94 on September 30; it 
altered 4 points in a single week. 
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Take Berlin. Bafore the war 
20 marks went tothe £ A year 
ago the ydveraigh fetched 212 
marks; last weet the sovereign 
would fetch 437 marks. 

22.000 TO THE £. 

Take Poland. The mark, before 
the war, stood a2 29 to the sov- 
ereign, A year ago it stood at 
SWtothesoveraign. Last Sator- 
day you could ga: 22,00) marks 
for tha soveraign. Yesterday it 
cama down to batwean 20,000 and 
22,000. Thus.it varied botwaan 
22,000 and 20,000 ia the course of 
a single week, and it fluctuated 
to the extent of 1,000 in a single 
day. “ . 

Take Vienna, whota ths Kronen 
was 24 tothe soversiga A year 
ago it stood at 820: last week it 
stood batween 5,100 and 5,500—a 
difference of 49) io a single day. 

You cannot do basiness so long } 
as you have thosa canditions.

BILLIARDS ON ROUGH SEA.

You never know, 
when you hit the ball, into which 
pocket, or into whose pocket, it 
wil go. (Laugbter and cheers.) 
You do nos know whether it will 
go off the table altozsther. 

As for Russia, tbat paradise of 
Karl Marxism, their paper money 
j3 not quoted en any earthly ex- 
change.

So that those who say “ All 
you havetodo is to take away 
every body's property sod make it 
belong to evaryoody else,” have 
no encouragement in tha state, of 
the paper money in Russia.

CONDITIONS IMPROVING. t 

When will these condititions 
be stabilised? J am hopeful I 
think things areimproving. These 
conditions will stabilise frst of 
all when nations learn that coa- 
cord and co-operation with their 
neighbours constitute the only 
really firm basis for their own, 
nstional prosperity. ~~ 

They are beginning ta leara it. 
Firebrands in these nations are 
not listened to with the same 
respact ag they were overs yesr 
ago, aad the fact that their cries 
are becoming shriller is only a 
proof of their lessened confidence 
in thair appeal. 

They will also improva when 
nations realise that they aro not 
increasing their national weal:b 
every time they turn cut s new 
batch of Treasury notes from the 
printing press; and thatis a very 
important consideration. 

INFLATION. . 

There are very able men who 
think we have gone too far, in 
America and this country,ia the 
process of deflation; but there is 
absolutely no doubt in the minds 
of many that those other 
countries have gone mach too far 
in’ the process of inflation; 
and the first real condition of 
stability in business is the 
stabilising of -the exch&nges. 
You will nat stabilise 
until you stabilise both your 
foreign policy and your finan- 
cial policy. 

NO DEFINITE SCHEME YET. 

The schemes of Ministers bave 
not been formulated. They cen 
only be determined by meetings 
ofthe Cabinet. ‘These meetings 
will begin on Tharsday for the 
drafting of suggestions. 

No scheme will be determined 
upon until the Government as a 
whole has’ time to consider it. 
Then it will be reported 
to the House of Cominons, which 
is entitled to pronounce first judg- 
ment on it.. .

SCHEMES FOR

The welcome naws has been 
announced in London thas 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, the 
famous Belfast shipbuilders, have 
taken over yet another site on 
the Thames to dovelop their 
schems for repairing and rede- 
corating ships on a large scale. 


Ie is tha large plot of land on the ~ - 


wast sido of the new lock-gates of 
the King George V. dock at Silvar- 
tuwa. Altogether some eight or 
more sites have naw been secured 
by the firm for this purpose, 
which, of course, will allow them 
to undertake work on a much 
greater scale withont congesting 
their yards on the South and 
West coasts, It is anticipated 
that, eventually, several thou- 
sands of men of numerous trades 
will be engaged. It is understood 
that the firm will take ovar prac- 
tically all the repair work, includ- 
ing ships, barges, tugs. lock gates, 
and machinery, together with the * 
plant of the Port of Zondon 
Authority, and that over £250,000 
is to be spent on the erection of 
new buildings alone. Hitherto, 
repair work that would in the 
ordinary way ba executed on the 
river has had to be sont else- 
whero. When once established 
on the Themes side, Messrs. Har- 
land and Wollff intend, it is hinted 
to go forward with such an aw- 
biticus scheme of extensions that 
London should rank once more 
as the first port in the world, and 
not give precedence to Liverpoo: 
a3 ab presact.

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TO OUR LEGIONAIRES. 

‘These who have been following’ our correspondence 
columns and who have read the many letters which bave 
appeared there regarding the present membership of the 
British Legion will probably have noticed that in our issue 
of yesterday we saw fit to make an intimation that so far as 
our columnsare concerned correspondence on that particular 
topic is now vlosed. We have made that decision for several 
Teasons and we should like to let our local Legionaires and 
the general public know what those reasons are. 

In the first place no possible good can’ come of any 
further correspondence. “Ypres” in. his original letter 
raised what isto him and.many otfiers in the. Legion a 
very important point and be drew public attention to it in 
one of the.best ways possible. Now that the attention of 


the Legionaires has been drawn to this matter, remedial} 


- action lies in their own hands by way of the proper 
’ channel, which is the aunual meeting of the Legion due to 
take place next month. We view it as being very reget- 
table that in a small place like Hongkong there should 
have been such an outburst of public criticism regarding a 
body which has as its central idea the promotion of com- 
radeship. There hasn't been very much comradeship about 
some of the Jetters already published and there has been a 
tendency to hold the Committee of the Legion and others up 
toneedless ridicule. If itis true that certain wen have been 
allowed to join who really had no right to join, then it.is up 
to the really qualified men to voice their protests in a proper 
way at the proper time and place. Through all the discus- 
sion which has taken place there has been a very free use 
of the anonymity afforded by newspaper correspondence. 
but there should be very much more than that. There 
should be a personal protest velced at an assembly of the 
members, the rules should be tightened to permit of o 
man being a member who is not qualified, and that is all 
there isto it. What moreis there todo or say ? It will 
avail the “ pukka “ Legionaires nothing to indulge in use- 
less criticism of the men who performed only local defence 
work and it won't make their case one whit the stronger, 
With many it was a case of thwarted opportunity to do 
anything better: anyway, and it is not altogether a matter 
for blame that a man did a little, especially when we re- 
collect that so many men did nothing at all. We don't 
think Volunteers or Defence Corps men here should have 
joined the Legion and we are convinced that the majority 
of them have never tried to. Because one or two have is 
zio reason why a whole body of men should be slandered. 
- , No, the Pest way of settling this matter is for the 
anembers of the Legion to remedy the mistake that has been 
made. And let them go abont it properly. In yesterday's 
Tedeyruph we published the speech made by Earl Haig when 
he was addressing a meeting of the ion held at Edin- 
burgh and in it he stated that he had been working for 
unity ever since the Armisticé had been signed. That 
should be a good guide for cur local men to follow; th 
ought to aim” for unity not for recrimination.” 
comradeship that calls for what has been witnessed locally 
this week is ‘one that ‘will lose a large measure-of its 
appeal.

Even the titles of 
aigh offices are divested of the 
distinction conferred by tbe 
capital aa when Mr. Harding is 
referred to a3 “the president.” 
Recently an American-owned 
contemporary at Manila extended 
its congratulations to the naw 
“governor-general.” The, same 
journal treats as a common 
noun tha title of an i 
stitution,  spart from 
place-name, as in “the Manila 
chamber of commerce.” In some 
re>p2cts the French practice goes 
beyond this. While a Freoch- 
man would write” Voltahe 
et Chateaubriand,” in alluding to 
budding authors generally he 
would write les roftaires et ‘les 
chateaubriands. One can hardly 
imagine an American critic going 
to the length of writing, “the 
future emersons and longfellows.” 
Until a. comparatively reeent 
date the German custom was the 
direct opposite of the French, 
capitals being used ‘for ‘all nouns, 
proper or common; but lately 
Teutonic practice bas followed 
the Gallic. There is some 
diversity of practice among 
British writers gnd_ printers. 
Here and thare capitals are used 
in _ indiscriminating . abundance, 
which lessens their value. The 
use of capitals for all nouns that 
fairly come within the category 
of “proper” and for certain 
words _ expressly. derived. there- 
from (as with

logue. It may also occar that & 
catalogue gets mislaid when going 
the roands in this way. Mr. Pox 
therefore suggests thi United 
Kingdom rpanofactorers when 
forwarding him enquiries for 
agencies, more _ particularity in 
tke case of engineering speciak 
ities, should send at ‘east six - 
copies of their catalogue or 
iNostrations = for = distribution 
amongst local firms in China. 
Attention has recently beendrawn 
by the Commercial Counsellor to 
the desirability of quoting prices 
in such publications aven if they 
are only approximate. Whila 
United Kingdom manofacturers - 
and traders may, if they wish, 
communicate directly with His 
Majesty’s Commercial Diplomatic 
and Consular Officers abroad io
